Subject: —Import policy for Coal-tar dyes and certain types of textile chemicals 
during October '58— March ’59. 

No. 5 -ITC(PN)/ 59 . —Attention of the Established Importers is invited to the 
import policy announced for Coal-tar dyes (S. No. 1-B/III) and certain textile 
chemicals e.g., Hydrosulphite of Soda (S. No. 1 (a)/III) and Bleaching Powder 
(S. No. 23/V) in the Red Book for the. current half year. In addition to the quotas 
for Established Importers; imports were also permitted against exports of cotton 
textile vide Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 87-ITC(PN)/ 
68, dated 31st October 1958. 

2. To ensure inat consuming mills do not experience any inconvenience on 
account of the inevitable delay in the issue of import licences against cotton 
textile exports, it has been decided to enhance the quotas for some of these items 

? indicated in the Annexure to this Public Notice. 

3. Established Importers who have already obtained licences on the basis of 
the quotas am^ady announced in the current Red Book are advised to forward 
these licences to the issuing authority with a suitable treasury receipt for neces¬ 
sary amendments In their face value. Where, however, applications have already 
been made by Established Importers but licences have not yet been issued, they 
are required to forward an additional Treasury receipt for the requisite amount 
to the licensing authority concerned quoting ressence to the applications already 
made by them for the current half year. 

4. The last date for receipt of applications from Established Importers for the 
enhanced quotas for these items will be 31st January, 1959. The period of validi¬ 
ty of quota licences already issued will not be enhanced as a result of the libera¬ 
lised quotas as now announced.
